Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


This  year  more  than  one  hundred  of  Acworth's  non-resident  tax 
payers  have  requested  a  copy  of  the  1965  annual  report.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  is  taking  this  opportunity  to  report  briefly  on  some 
town  affiars. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Five  Year  Road  Plan, 
a  temporary  loan  of  $8,200  was  effected  to  accelerate  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Derry  Hill  Road.  The  money  will  be  repaid  in  1966 
(approximately  86y2%  by  the  state  and  131/2%  by  town  appropriation). 
This  road,  from  the  McCue  farm  to  the  Charlestown  road,  now  is 
hard  surfaced.  Duncan  funds  (an  allocation  of  gas  tax  money  from 
State  to  town)  were  used  to  surface  the  Forest  road  from  the  Newton 
farm  to  the  Alstead  line.  Lack  of  funds  forced  a  postponement  of  the 
drainage  work  on  Lynn  Hill  road  to  1966. 

Leonard  Balla,  our  road  agent,  was  incapacitated  by  illness  for 
five  months.  This  disrupted  our  plans  for  road  maintenance  but  by 
late  fall  the  work  was  on  schedule.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that 
Mr.  Balla  is  back  on  the  job. 

The  comparative  statement  of  appropriation  and  expenditures 
shows  a  large  overdraft  in  the  appropriation  for  town  poor.  This 
resulted  from  an  unfortunate  occurrence  wherein  a  resident  was 
severely  burned  in  her  home  in  March,  spent  two  months  in  the 
Newport  Hospital  and  passed  away  May  14th.  May  1st  she  was 
declared  by  the  State  Welfare  Department  eligible  for  aid  under 
the  Aid  to  Total  and  Permanent  Disability  program.  The  town  was 
liable  (as  advised  by  counsel)  for  hospital  and  medical  costs  amount- 
ing to  $3200  until  that  time. 

Each  year  in  our  capacity  as  tax  assessors,  we  receive  a  small 
number  (1-2%)  of  tax  complaints.  Most  of  these  come  from  the  non- 
resident. It  must  be  granted  that  a  great  majority  of  these  people 
do  not  receive  from  the  town  services  commensurate  with  their  share 
of  the  tax  burden.    That  share  of  the  burden  however,  is  delineated 
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by  state  law  as  proportionate  to  the  value  of  the  property.  Every 
property  is  reassessed  every  year.  The  assessment  may  or  may  not 
change.  A  $5000.00  home  should  be  assessed  (at  Acworth's  level  of 
assessment)  at  $2500.00.  If,  in  1964  it  was  wrongly  assessed  at  $2000 
(and  there  is  generally  no  complaint  in  such  cases,  although  every 
other  taxpayer  in  town  has  a  legitimate  grievance)  in  1965  to  rep- 
resent a  fair  share  of  the  burden  the  assessment  should  go  to  $2500.00. 
The  fact  that  there  was  no  improvement  made  on  the  property  had 
no  bearing  on  the  need  for  the  raise.  It  is  the  job  of  the  assessing 
officials  to  see  that  no  taxpayer  shall  pay  more  (or  less)  than  his 
share.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  assessors  in  Acworth  to  do  that  job  to 
the  best  of  their  ability.

8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  foundation  rocks  from  Gove  land. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  the  Johnson  lot. 
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10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
position of  other  lands  acquired  by  the  town  through  Tax  Collectors 
deeds. 

11.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting.

Silsby  Free  Public  Library  is  an  affiliate  of  the  new  State  Li- 
brary Development  Program.  This  is  a  cooperative  plan  to  invigor- 
ate the  New  Hampshire  public  library  system  and  to  strengthen  all 
local  libraries.  There  are  four  Advisory  Councils  corresponding  to 
the  four  bookmobile  district.  We  have  an  elected  delegate  on  the 
Keene  Advisory  Council  who  has  attended  all  four  meetings  of  the 
council.  This  member  is  on  the  Qualifications  Committee  and  has 
attended  six  meetings  of  this  committee  which  has  spent  many  hours 
discussing  the  qualifications  of  member  libraries  for  state  aid,  and 
qualifications  for  and  locations  of  service  centers.  By  joining  this 
development  plan  the  library  received  $125.00  in  federal  money  to 
spend  for  reference  books,  such  as  a  New  Webster's  Dictionary, 
National  Geographic  Atlas. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  summer  the  library  will  receive  $100.00 
more  in  state  funds  to  use  in  buying  reference  books.  To  qualify 
in  this  plan  we  must  upgrade  our  library  by  making  more  money 
available  for  buying  books  and  having  the  library  open  more  hours. 
We  are  planning  to  have  the  library  open  in  the  evening  beginning 
April  first  or  May  first  and  continuing  for  six  months.  The  trustees 
attended  five  cooperative  buying  meetings.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  ROAD  COMMITTEE 


FIVE  YEAR  ROAD  PLAN 

The  work  outlined  in  the  previous  5  year  road  plan  has  been 
completed  and  the  Road  Committee  has  met  and  agreed  upon  a  pro- 
gram of  work  for  the  next  five  years.  There  are  three  sources  of 
funds  for  new  construction:  Duncan  money  to  be  unsed  for  recon- 
struction of  class  V  highways;  Town  Road  Aid  Funds  which  the 
state  provides  on  a  matching  basis;  and  town  appropriation  for 
road  maintenance.  The  latter  is  generally  used  for  maintenance  and 
seldom  enters  into  new  construction. 

The  five  year  road  plan  as  agreed  upon  by  the  committee  is  as 
follows: 

1965  Borrow  TRA  funds  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  1965 
TRA  funds  to  complete  the  reconstruction  of  Derry  Hill 
Road  and  surface  with  blacktop.  Use  1965  Duncan 
money  to  blacktop  Forest  Road  from  Newton's  to  town 
hne  and  to  improve  drainage  on  Lynn  Hill. 

1966  Duncan  money  be  used  to  reconstruct  East  Acworth 
Road  to  Lempster  town  line. 

1967  Reconstruction  and  blacktopping  of  Crescent  Lake  Road 
from  Acworth  town  to  Boothby's  corner. 

1968  and  69  Blacktop  Crane  Brook  from  Langdon  town  line 
to  Five  Points. 

The  above  program  outlines  an  order  of  work  and  is  not  to  be 
considered  a  strict  timetable.  The  work  can  only  progress  as  funds 
permit  and  if  found  to  be  insufficient  the  work  may  have  to  be  com- 
pleted in  the  6th  year.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  largest  change  in  the  department  in  recent  years  took  place 
during  the  past  year — namely,  our  admission  to  the  Southwest  New 
Hampshire  Mutual  Aid.  We  now  have  the  resources  of  a  number 
of  departments  to  assist  us,  a  factor  which  should  prove  of  great 
importance  in  the  control  and  suppression  of  future  fires.  There  are 
many  cases  in  the  outlying  areas  of  the  town  where  equipment  from 
surrounding  towns  will  be  able  to  respond  to  an  alarm  more  quickly 
than  our  own.  This  will  be  an  advantage,  as  time  is  a  prime  factor 
in  fire   fighting. 

The  worth  of  outside  assistance  was  demonstrated  during  this 
past  summer  when  the  Alstead  department  gave  their  efforts  to  us 
and  provided  help  in  extinguishing  a  blaze  which  might  have  proven 
a  good  deal  more  costly  than  it  actually  did.  This  joint  action  won 
a  commendation  from  the  state  fire  marshal's  office. 

This  same  blaze  pointed  up  the  need  for  an  improved  alarm 
system,  and  plans  are  underway  at  this  writing  for  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  an  electric  alarm  for  Acworth  Town.  Along  with  other 
changes  in  the  alarm  network,  we  hope  to  provide  a  more  adequate 
alarm  system  for  the  town. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  projects  which  the  department  has 
under  way  and  yet  to  be  completed,  the  main  one  being  the  construc- 
tion of  the  addition  to  the  fire  house  to  provide  housing  for  our  third 
truck.  Fitting  out  our  two  newer  trucks  is  another  important  job 
to  be  done.  There  is  also  the  annual  Turkey  Shoot,  requiring  a  great 
deal  of  community  work. 

We  are  well  on  our  way  toward  a  more  complete  fire  service 
with  each  of  the  above  mentioned  items.  As  with  almost  anything 
which  improves,  we  have  our  "growing  pains"  and  these  can  and  will 
be  overcome  with  time  and  effort.

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  of  you  for  the  co- 
operation you  have  given  during  the  past  year  in  preventing  any  seri- 
ous forest  fires.  Also  for  the  trouble  you  may  have  taken  to  call  me 
for  fire  permits  before  burning  in  incinerators  or  other  outside  burn- 
ing. The  purpose  of  calling  for  a  permit  is  not  to  hinder  the  pubUc, 
but  to  save  your  warden  or  deputies  from  doing  a  lot  of  chasing 
around  to  find  just  where  the  smoke  is  coming  from  and  what  may  be 
burning. 

We  had  two  small  fires  this  past  year  in  town,  both  caused  by 
careless  smoking  habits.  Fortunately  both  were  extinguished  with- 
out any  great  expense  to  the  town. 

Please  remember  the  best  time  to  burn  rubbish  or  brush  is  usually 
early  morning  or  late  afternoon.  The  reason  I  encourage  this  is 
because  of  wind  conditions  and  also  most  of  the  time  if  the  fire  should 
get  out  of  control  there  is  more  help  in  town  especially  in  the  evening. 

In  as  much  as  I'm  not  a  writer,  I  will  close  by  saying,  "KEEP 
ACWORTH  GREEN."

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Assistant  Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Acworth,  I  herewith 
submit  my  first  report  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

SCHOOL  STAFF 

With  the  multiple  grade  situation  that  exists  as  in  Acworth, 
teaching  is  an  add^  challenge.  In  any  single  grade,  a  teacher  will 
have  as  many  as  seven  or  eight  preparations  for  the  next  day's 
classes  but  with  two  grades  in  a  room,  any  number  of  preparations 
is  doubled. 

Miss  Sara  E.  Slater,  first  and  second  grade  teacher,  and  Mrs. 
Beatrice  Champney,  third  and  fourth  grade  teacher,  returned  to 
to  Acworth  for  the  1965-1966  school  year.  In  these  two  teachers  you 
have  the  experience  that  is  so  important  in  the  teaching  profession 
today. 

Mr.  Corlyn  Hokans,  fifth  and  sixth  grade  teacher  and  principal, 
although  in  his  first  full  year  of  teaching,  has  had  a  varied  back- 
ground. 

He  has  been  a  welfare  worker,  an  insurance  agent  and  a  machinist. 
He  has  a  good  background  also  in  elementary  school  subjects  and 
was  a  psychology  major  as  an  undergraduate  student. 

I  feel  that  Acworth  is  most  fortunate  in  getting  a  man  of  Mr. 
Hokan's  calibre.  Further,  I  would  say  that  the  Acworth  school  is 
in  good  hands  with  its  faculty. 

Mrs.  Elsie  Cromwell  continues  to  be  employed  as  a  helping 
teacher.  Her  work  centers  around  working  with  the  younger  child- 
ren in  reading  and  arithmetic. 

FINANCIAL  AID 

The  School  District  of  Acworth  received  considerable  money 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Of  Course,  any  money  that  is 
forthcoming  is  that  much  less  that  has  to  be  raised  locally  for  the 
support  of  schools.

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MAINTENANCE  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

Mrs.  Roselva  Dearden  continues  as  janitor  of  the  school  this 
year.  As  in  the  past,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Bascom  cleaned  the  building 
during  the  summer  months.  Floors  were  washed  and  waxed  and 
pupils'  desks  were  cleaned  and  varnished. 

Also,  during  the  summer  the  exterior  of  the  building  was  painted. 

During  the  year  other  improvements  were  completed.  Among 
them,  the  first  and  second  grade  room  was  redecorated  by  the 
Parents'  Club  and  ceilings  were  washed  and  painted. 

CAFETERIA  SERVICE 

I  would  certainly  like  to  commend  the  Parents'  Club  for  provid- 
ing the  hot  lunch  program  for  the  children  of  Acworth. 

With  Mrs.  Mollie  Boothby  as  cook  and  with  Mrs.  Richard  Elsesser 
as  coordinator,  hot  meals  are  served  to  the  young  people  at  a  nominal 
charge  and  the  policy  continues  that  no  money  is  provided  in  the 
school  district  budget  for  the  operation  of  the  program.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Acworth's  enrollment  has  dropped 
from  predicted  figures.    This  is  a  unique  situation  in  New  Hampshire. 

When  Mr.  Stickney  wrote  his  report  last  February,  he  predicted 
for  the  school  year  1965-66,  15  pupils  in  grades  1  and  2,  25  pupils  in 
grades  3  and  4;  and  18  pupils  in  grades  5  and  6.

The  School  Board  has  met  regularly  with  me  since  October  1st 
when  Mr.  Stickney  retired. 

With  Mrs.  Barbara  Clark  as  chirman,  Mr.  Harvey  Bascom  as 
secretary,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Dodson,  you  have  a  responsible  and 
interested  group  representing  you: 

Without  question,  the  change-over  on  October  1st  was  a  great 
one  for  me,  but  with  the  understanding  of  the  Acworth  Board,  it  was 
that  much  less  difficult. 

SUMMARY 

When  the  change  in  administration  came  on  October  1st,  it  was 
especially  meaningful  for  me.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

In  June,  1965,  fifteen  pupils  were  promoted  to  the  seventh  garde. 
In  September  five  pupils  were  enrolled  in  the  first  grade.  Present 
enrollment  in  Grade  one  is  5,  grade  two,  9,  grade  three,  14,  grade 
four,  7,  grade  five,  8,  and  grade  six,  8;  total  51.  We  are  expecting  2 
more  pupils  to  enter  grade  two,  1  to  to  enter  grade  four,  and  1  grade 
five,  bringing  our  total  to  55. 

All  of  the  rooms  have  been  painted  since  September,  adding  to 
the  attractiveness  of  the  school.  In  addition,  cupboard  doors  have 
been  installed  along  the  wall  of  the  third  and  fourth  garde  room,  and 
a  new  lighting  fixture  is  to  be  installed  in  the  room  of  the  two  upper 
grades.  Plans  for  the  school  building  should  include  soundproof  ceil- 
ings for  the  two  oldest  rooms,  and  expansion  of  the  third  and  fourth 
grade  room.  Due  to  the  enrollment  the  latter  is,  in  my  opinion,  no 
longer  suitable  as  a  good  teaching  facility. 

Evaluation  of  the  reading  program  at  the  school  indicates  that 
although  adequate  in  most  respects  some  textbook  changes  will  be 
necessary  next  year,  as  they  will  be  in  social  studies  also.  Steps  to 
strengthen  the  reading,  mathematics  and  language  programs  are  in 
progress  and  increased  emphasis  on  citizenship  development  is  to  be 
given. 

The  inclusion  of  the  Acworth  School  in  the  new  regional  system 
is  expected  to  be  rewarding  to  the  education  of  our  pupils  especially 
in  the  fields  of  music  and  art.  It  is  hoped  that  a  professional  testing 
progarm  will  be  initiated. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school  board  for  their 
thoughtful  and  wise  judgment  in  meeting  the  needs  of  education  in 
the  town,  and  all  those  connected  with  the  day  to  day  operation  of  the 
school.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


During  this  past  school  year  our  usual  testing  programs  were 
carried  out.  Sixty-eight  vision  tests  were  done.  Four  defects  were 
found  and  reported  to  parents.    Three  corrections  v/ere  made. 

Sixty-six  hearing  tests  were  done.  Three  audiograms  (full  scale 
hearing  tests)  were  done.  One  defect  was  found  and  reported.  The 
child  is  under  medical  care. 

Sixty-five  children  were  weighed  and  measured  and  checked  for 
noticeable  abnormalities.  The  need  for  corrective  dental  care  is 
very  apparent. 

Tuberculin  Heaf  Testing  was  done  on  the  children  in  first  grade 
and  in  fourth  grade  as  well  as  the  school  personnel.  One  child  reacted 
positively  to  the  test  and  a  chest  x-ray  was  done.  The  result  of  the 
x-ray  was  negative. 

Immunization  Clinics  were  started  in  September  for  children  and 
also  adults  in  the  area.  These  Clinics  were  sponsored  by  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health  and  made  available  free  of 
charge.  It  was  felt  that  there  was  great  need  for  Immunization,  par- 
ticularly among  pre-school  children.  Acworth  children  were  trans- 
ported to  the  Clinics.  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine,  Triple  Toxoid 
(Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough)  as  Well  as  Small  Pox 
Vaccinations  were  all  made  available.  There  will  be  one  more  Clinic 
during  this  winter. 

Health  wise  it  was  a  very  good  school  year.  The  Hot  Lunch 
Program  continues  to  be  a  very  good  one  and  a  well  supported  one. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  all  for  your  fine 
cooperation  and  interest  in  the  School  Health  Program.  I  would  par- 
ticularly like  to  thank  the  school  personnel  and  the  members  of  the 
School  Board  for  their  fine  support.
